Peter was born on February 21, 1928 to Arie and Dana 
Dubbeldam and raised in Strijen, the Netherlands. He married 
Lenny Jane Van de Nadort on January 25, 1951 and immigrated 
to Edmonton in March of 1951. He worked at various welding and 
fabricating shops in Edmonton until 1964, when he started his 
own business in his garage, on the home property. He worked 
with his kids at that location until 1983, when he retired and 
pursued boat building and winters in the warmer south. Peter & 
Lenny travelled extensively and volunteered with overseas relief 
agencies as well. 


Peter's life was defined by the values of his faith and his Dutch 
work ethic and heritage. For him hard work, personal freedom to 
act on his values, and being independent translated into having 
his own business, making everything from scratch and repairing 
everything himself. He worked out his faith in an unswerving 
commitment to family devotions with Bible reading and prayer. 


Peter was interested in so many things: art, music, science, 
building and design, blacksmithing, sailing, traveling and reading. 
His work and creativity led to a long list of accomplishments: 
building a pipe organ, oil painting, designing and building many 
sculptures; building cabins, shops, 3 ocean going boats, 
numerous model boats; collecting many tools, both antique and 
new. He also expressed constant delight in observing, studying, 
and exploring the wonder and beauty of the world created by the 
God he loved and worshipped. 


In his later years Peter was content to stay closer to home, build 
model boats, and various projects in his workshop, which he 
continued to do until just weeks before he left this earthly life. He 
was deeply devoted to his family and enjoyed many visits from his 
children, grand children and great grand kids. His greatest 
comfort and strength for living came from knowing he was a child 
of God.
